CCASIONALLY when view- 

ing a certain stamp for the 

first time, one is carried 

back to some event in the

that I had heard Paul Bunyan chop- 
ping in the forest on this hot Au- 
gust afternoon.

He quietly put on his 
mackinaw and cap and mitts, grasp- 
ed his trusty single bitted axe, lit his 
pipe, and stamped out into the storm. 
All day we watched him working. 
We saw his axe glisten as he swung 
it high and hard. We saw the mighty 
monarchs of the forest fall in a 
cloud of snow. But now I recall that 
all that day no sound reached us. No 
clip of axe in solid wood. No crash 
of falling trees. No warning call 
from Paul Bunyan’s lips. No sound 
at all. At the time we must have laid 
it to the storm, but nowI know. It was 
so cold that day that all sounds 
froze when made: And they froze so 
hard, it was that cold, that never 
since has it warmed up enough to 
thaw them out until today. And this 
hot sun has thawed them out, and 
by great good luck we happened by 
just as those sounds thawed free. 


Ah, once again I look upon that 
Finnish stamp and I marvel how 
things be. As a boy I heard Paul 
Bunyan’s ringing voice and now, 
years later, I see this picture of him 
cutting down that selfsame tree.

We wonder what the status of U. S. 
airmail stamps is now that there is 
no airmail. Does a business which 
bought a lot of airmail stamps have 
to wait until service is resumed or 
can it use them upon regular mail and 
parcel post? 


Here are two questions of general 
interest from W. E. Thew. 1. What 
causes the ridges on the back of late 
rotary press stamps? These ridges 
are caused by a series of rollers 
through which the stamps are passed. 
These rollers are called “gumbreak- 
ers” and are just what the name im- 
plies. They break the gum and bend 
the paper slightly thus preventing, 
to a large extent, the tendency for 
sheets to curl when in a dry-hot at- 
mosphere. There have been several 
different types of gum-breakers tried. 
The first produced four distinct 
ridges, the current one shows two on 
each stamp of regular size. 


What causes the line between cer- 
tain coil pairs making a line pair? 
There are two reasons for this. On 
flat plate coils sheets of 400 imper- 
forate stamps were pasted together, 
perforated one way, rolled and then 
sliced into coils. In a sheet of 400 
stamps (20x20) there are guide 
lines between the tenth and eleventh 
stamp both horizontally and verti- 
cally. When these sheets are pasted 
together the distance between guide 
lines is therefore twenty stamps. 
Similarly, between every twenty 
stamps we.find a paste-up pair. So 
the make-up of a flat plate coil is 
like this:—ten stamps and then a line, 
ten stamps—paste-up, ten stamps— 
line, and so on. Rotary press coils 
have line pairs also but for a differ- 
ent reason. These coils are printed 
from plates 18 subjects by 10. Two 
such plates are curved to fit around 
a cylinder and where the ends of the 
plates join a small crack is formed 
which makes the printed line. Thus 
in rotary press coils the lines appear 
every 18 stamps. Paste-ups are not 
found on rotary press coils as they 
are printed from a continuous roll of 
paper. The exception to this is when 
a roll breaks or a new roll is attach- 
ed. However, these are generally 
destroyed during inspection.

This is the first time an 
airplane has appeared on Christmas 
seal so far as I remember. Grace 
Lutheran has same design and colors 
as last year but bears 1933 date.

This 
comes in sheets of 100 sets. 

Wheless reports a find of imperfor- 
ate proofs printed by Strobridge 
Lithographing Company of the 1924 
N. A. seal. He says, “I have 
seen several essays of seals for this 
year but these are the first I have 
ever seen or heard of, which were 
proofs of the issued seal. These 
come from plate which contained the 
full sheet of 1600 seals.” 


The Christmas Seals and Charity 
Stamps Society have raised their 
dues.

Another newcomer in the seal field 
is the Bethesda Sanatorium, Denver, 
Colorado. It comes in booklets of 30 
seals for 25c and is in black and 
yellow with name of society but with 
no date.

WILL HURT A _ correspondent in 
NATIONAL New York writes re- 








SOCIETIES garding the proposed 
Federation of Stamp 
Clubs and refers to remarks in 


STAMPS. He states that “Lindquist 
says federation will not hurt National 
Societies”. Then he goes on to say 
“don’t you believe it, it will deal them 
a hard blow.” Thus we have the opin- 
ion of another on this subject and it 
is an opinion from a reputable Phila- 
telist of high standing, a man who 
has always fought for collectors 
rights. 

However, regardless of what might 
happen, who but the National Socie- 
ties is to blame for the situation. 

In the last number of STAMPS 
there is a letter from none other than 
Ivor R. Johnson, a man who has been 
a staunch A. P. S. man for many 
years yet Mr. Johnson writes a very 
strong indictment of the A. P. S. for 
lack of doing anything worth while 
for its members or for philately, yet 
with a nest egg of close to $75,000.00 
accumulated and salted away. WHAT 
FOR? 

This large fund should be put to 
work for Philately. We have long ad- 
vocated the publication of handbooks. 
Throughout the past years there have 
been several very worth while articles 
printed in the American Philatelist. 
Printed as they were, strung out 
through six to eight numbers of a 
monthly paper they are in no shape 
for ready reference or use by those 





who would be interested in them and 
are less attractive to interest anyone 
who is looking for something to work 
with and study. 

We have many times suggested 
that the society finance the publica- 
tion of handbooks. These handbooks 
to be sold to members at COST, to 
non members at a profit. Such a plan 
would be another reason why collec- 
tors should join the society. 

Federation will hurt the National 
Societies. There is but one out. The 
A. P. S. might revamp itself in some 
such manner that it might gain the 
strength and support of the vast ma- 
jority of collectors, it might become 
the head of a group of Federated 
Stamp Clubs, but to do this, it must 
be realized that the Society has got 
to do something for the individual 
collector and individual small club 
rather than ask the individual to do 
something for it and help build up a 
cash surplus for nobody knows what.

general philatelic use and we com- 
promised by buying the other four 
sizes, four hundred thousand enve- 
lopes in all. Such a quantity was far 
more than we would have use for in 
years, we bought with the idea of of- 
fering stamp collectors and dealers an 
opportunity to share these envelopes 
between themselves at a price that 
would make them attractive but even 
we did not know that Linn’s Weekly 
would sell so many envelopes so 
quickly. 

Our February 10 issue carried a 
full page advertisement offering these 
envelopes. This paper went into the 
mails on Thursday evening at 5 o’- 
clock for about one third of the 
papers, the remainder were mailed on 
Friday, the 9th at noon and at 5 
o’clock. This is the regular schedule 
on which every weekly issue is mailed, 
for the information of collectors who 
sometimes complain about their paper 
being late. It is never late from our 
office. 

The papers reached some readers 
on the 10th, and most of them on the 
following Monday, the 12th. By the 
18th we were entirely sold out on the 
400,000 envelopes and began refund- 
ing money. Even up to this late date 
we are still receiving orders for these 
envelopes and refunding money. 

It is clearly evident that we could 
have sold more than double the num- 
ber of envelopes that were available 
and we are convinced that had we the 
goods to fill orders with that the 
single offering of these envelopes 
would have run to a sale of more than 
one thousand dollars worth of busi- 
ness from a single page advertise- 
ment.

Now for our discussion of the hand 
set or old style of Buro overprint and 
the new machine set type. The first 
point is that the old type appears a 
little bolder than the new. This might 
perhaps be caused by usage or the 
type is really bolder. The fact re- 
mains that there is a slight difference. 
If there is a clear impression it is not 
hard to tell the difference. Also some 
very small difference in the face of 
some of the characters. The “A” has 
a slightly sharper point in the ma- 
chine set. This is really noticeable 
with a glass. The curves or “hooks” 
of the “C” on new type are turned 
sharper, while the “E” center bar is 
the same length as the top and bot- 
tom bars. This latter can be readily 
noted. The most definite difference is 
in the “J”. The new type turns defi- 
nitely upward on the left of this let- 
ter while the old type makes no up- 
ward turn at all. Therefore on those 
with this letter you can be positive of 
the difference. Another letter, “G” is 
readily placed as the space under the 
cross bar is smaller in the new type. 
All these are some definite differences 
which must be carefully noted, but 
the main thing to remember is, if you 
know and are thoroughly familiar 
with your Buro Prints you can tell the 
difference without going into all the 
details by the lighter face of the new 
type. This, of course, providing there 
is a clear impression. Also remember 
that as the old type patterns will not 
be destroyed until worn out, the new 
type will be on only new issues for 
some time.
